Scotland) parish meetings, parish 
councils, rural district councils, urban 
district councils, borough councils, 
county’ . borough councils, county 
councils, in an nscending order of 
Importance, ail of them consisting of 
members clected by the citizens, 
which between them constitute what 
we call the system of Local Govern, 
ment. : : 


Above them all, determining the 
powers which they moy exercise, and 
having in itself much larger dutics 
voncerned with forelgn affairs, de- 
fence, taxation, and the general well 
being ‘of the people, Is the Govern- 
ment, consisting of the House of 
Commons - (supposed 
supreme arbiter of the nation's 
destiny), an clected body; the House 
of Lords, on assembly of peers and 
bishops, whose right of governance 
Is supposed to be based on inherited 
capabilities; the Cabinet of Minls- 
ters, appointed by the Prime Minis- 
ter, and the Prime Minister himself, 
appointed by the King as the leader 
of the political party which can 
command a majority in the House 
of Commons. ; 


Women can sit In authority on all 
these governing bodies, ‘both local 
und national, with the exception of 
the House of Lords, There [s no- 
thing in the British Constitution 
which could prevent a woman from 
becoming Prime’ Minister. But it is 
not yet supposed that’ women have 
enough acquired or Inherited ability 
to be members of the House of 
Lords. : 


The eurliest forms of expression 
of self-government (or democracy) 
in this country were those of the 
parish ond borough councils. The 
precise origin of both of them Is lost 
in the mists of time, but both have 
existed in primitive forms for at 
Ieast 1,200 years, and are undoubted-

The nome “borough,” for Instance,
